WM NEE Ka 82 Hereas it is Incumbent upon Us to take care of, and preſerve all our Subjects 
SLACK 22 ISS wichin Our Dominions, of what Per{waſion ſoever in Matters of Religi- 
on; And Webeing highly ſenſible of the Miſeries Our Kingdom of He- 

land is, and may be Expoſed to, by the Forces there raiſed and kept up, 
under pretence of Religion, ar the Inſligation of Romiſh Prieſts, and by 
the Influence of Foreign Councils, in Oppoſition to Us and Our Govyern- 
" ment; And being deſirous to prevent the Calamities and Deſtrutien, that 
.muſt fall upon OurPeople in that Kingdom, in caſe Our Forces, now 
B- ready to Enter the ſaid Kingdom, (which We doubt nor, but with Gods 
A Help, maybe ſufficient to reduce it to due Obedience) ſhall proceed to 
Effect the ſame : We do hereby Declare and Promile to all Our Subjects 
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4 WERE whatſoever within that Kingdom, Full and Entire Pardon and Indemp- - 
nity for all things by them Aced, Done or Committed, by Virrue or Colour of any Authority,or pretend- 
ed Authority within the ſaid Kingdom, and a full and free ——_— of their reſpeRive Eſtates according 
to Law 3 In caſe upon Notice of Our Royal Will and Pleaſure ſignified in this Our Declaration, they ſhall 
lay down their Arms, and retire themſelves to their reſpefive Habitations and Places of Abode, at or be- 
fore the Tenth Day of April next, and there ſhall peaceably behave themſelves, and live as good Subjects 
ought to do. | 

And We do hereby further Declare and Promiſe to all Our SubjeRs of the Ramiſh Church, that hitherto 
have not taken Arms,or that {hall upon Notice of this Our Declaration lay down their Arms,and retire and 
live as aforeſaid , That they ſhall for the future have all the Favour for the private Exerciſe of their Reli- 
gion, that the Law allows , and we can now grant to them ; And that we ſhall ſpeedily call a Parlia- 
ment in the ſaid Kingdom, and therein promote a further Indulgence to them. 

And We do hereby further Declare, That if notwithſtanding this Our Declaration, any-of Our Sub. 
jects ſhall continue in Arms in Oppoſition to Us,that we ſhall then think Our Selves free and clear of allthe 
Blood that may be ſpilt, and of the Deſtruction and Miſery, which by reaſon thereof may be occaſioned; 
And We ſhall look upon Our Selves to be juſtified before God and Man, in Our Proceedings by Force and 
Arms againſt them, as Rebels and Traitors ; And ſuch We do hereby Declare all choſe to be, who ſhall A 
as aforeſaid, againſt Us and Our Authority, as is herein expreſſed : And that the Lands and Eſtares of all ſuch 
as ſhall, after Notice of this Our Declaration, perſiſt in thgir Rebellion,or be in any wiſe Abettors there- 
of, and which by Law will be Forfeited unto Us, ſhall be by Us diftribured and diſpoſed ro thoſe, thar 
ſhall be Aiding and Afliſting in reducing the ſaid Kingdom to its due Obedience. 
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Given at Our Court at Whiceball this 22h, Day of February, 3688. TIn the Firſt Year of Our Reign.” 
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
